Agents be called "Inspectors", it was pointed out that the Post 
Office Department and other Government agencies use this term 
rather indiscriminately* "Scaminer" was suggested for consider¬ 
ation in connection’with the title of "Special Agent"* However, 
it was pointed out that throughout the Government service the 
texm "Hxaminer" is used to designate a position ranking consider¬ 
ably below that of the position of Special Agent* Other sug¬

Reference is made to Bureau letter of July 17 
1937 addressed to Mr. E. j,. Connelley at New York'concerning 
revision and enlargement of Section 37 of the hlanual of 
Instructions which deals with t.he assaulting and killing of 
Federal officers and calling for suggestions. ' ■' 

One particularly important legal matter which 
developed during the trial of George W|s Barrett for the 
killing of Special Agent Klein was with reference to the 
true legal title of the Bureau and, its Agents. The United 
States A.ttgrriey at Indianapolis reached the conclusion that 
the Bureau name at the time of this trial xms really%ivision 
of investigation by reason of a previous executive order ahd 
so alleged despite the fact that xve xvere referring to our¬ 
selves as tlie^ederal Bureau of Investigation. I have ?ieard 
just recently that another executive order,has been sighed 
now correcting this and designating us legally and, officially 
as the Federal Bureau of Investigation. , If this has not , 
been done^ I believe it should be given consideration. 


Another interesting legal point which was devel- 
. oped ahd which was new to both the United States Attorney 
and others interested in the case was the Federal Statute, 
which prescribed. t.hat the t^ial in capital cases c.ould be 
in the county wherein the crime was committed. The Statute 
seemed to indicate that decision was within the discretion 
of the Federal Judge. However, the Statute, referred to did 
not indicate,whether the United States Attorney should call 
this to the attention of the Court and have it acted on, or 
whether the Court should voluntarily take cognizance of it, 
or whether the defense must raise the question. The' United 
States Attorney.at Indianapolis took the precaution to bring 
this to the attention, of the Court on his own volition in 
the Barrett t±ial, and the Judge ruled that appropriate

racilltles were not available In the county in which-the criate was cosmltted* 
•To ihrther prevent the coaplaint on the jpart o£ ‘the defense on appeal that 
it would cost more to bring their witnesses to Ihdismapolis than to the 
county -in which the crime was .committed the nited ^tates Attorney received 
permission the department to the have "the ^ovemmait pay the witness 
.fees of defense witnesses. 

With reference to investigative suggestions it was found in the 
.Barrett trial that an enlarged drawing of the scene of the crime by a 
qualified person was of great assistance to the *^nited ^ates Attorney, 
witnesses, and the Court. 

^t was also foimd advantageous to hkwe the United ^tates 
Attorney personally examine toe scene of the crime so that in questioning 
witnesses and arguing his j&ase to the Jury he could talk more clearly and 
coherently concerming the alleged activities at the scene of the crime. 

One ^particular phase of the Barrett trial which undoubtedly 
played an important part in securing a conviction and which brought forth 
the commendation of the Hnited States Attorney was the fact that the Bureau 
had thoroughly develoj^d the past history of Barrett. In doing this it 
was :found that he had been married to and rAs^ded with numerous women and 
by several of them, even though not legally married to them, had children. 

The names of the women were available, and the dates and places where he 
had been married or resided with other women had been developed. When 
Barrett took the stand in his own defense, about the first question which 
was put to him by his • owh attorney was whether he was married and whether 
he had toildren-with a view undoubtedly of developing s^pathy fren the 
Jiiry. J^s, of course, opened up the question of his carriages and on 
cross examination permitted the United States Attorney to bring out all of 
the things which the Bureau had developed. His record^ of course, in this 
respect was a particxilarly bad one. 

Another investigative suggestion is that all persons at the 
scene of toe crime or its vicinity should be thoroughly questioned and 
written statements sectred from them. This sinvestigatlon should not be 
confined to interviewing only those persons who saw toe commission of toe 
offense but all others anywhere in the vicinity, as it wiH be found that 
other unknown witnesses are thus developed and seciwing written statements 
‘WiU prevent their changing their testimony on behalf of the defense if 
later called as witnesses by the defense* 

It is also suggested that the wearing apparal of the Fedemal 
officer too has been killed be maintained completely and properly for 
subsequent possible introduction as evidence. 
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other: then the above no suggestions occxtr to ae at this tine^ 
but should any be ^recalled by ae In the near future, the ftireau jvill be 
advised;

fact that his services are used from time to time on Special Agent’s 
work. It was pointed out during the discussion of this matter that 
a Special Agent qualified in accoxintisg vdio is permitted to diange 
his status to that of a Special Agent invariably loses his identity 
in a short while as an accountant and Is thereafter always con¬ 
sidered as a Special Agent used upon general assignment, and his 
services are rarely .if ever devoted to accounting work. It was also 
pointed out that the practice of requesting a change in designation 
was possibly due to a large extent to a :f©eling in the service that 
in order to advance in the Bureau service, a person must not have 
an official designation of "Special Agent (A)". .The Conference points 
out further that it is becoming increasingly difficult to maintain an 
adequate staff of properly trained accountants to carry on the Bureau’s 
investigations requiring accounting experience, and believes, consequently, E 
that the Bureau should discontinue at once its policy of designating ^ 

men >4io have entered the service upon accotmting qualifications as 5 

Special Agents without reference to their accounting qualifications. 

The Conference was unanimous -in recomending a change in this policy. 

If you approve this recomendation, there is atta^^d hereto a Bureau 
Bulletin to all Special Agents advising them of this change in the 
Bureau’s policy.

This I believe 
would be necessary from a standpoinjt of practical expediency in order 
to avoid vast opposition from other educational, -juvenile and prevention 
agencies.

With the constant increase in g^adiiates of' the .FBI .Ifetional 
Police Acadeny . and* the corresponding-increase in the number of police 
schools established in police.departments,, there mill naturally arise 
more and ‘ more f desiands for FBI ‘instructors. in, such schools • The Bureau 
now proposes to iend..all (possible assistance,^particularly to the 
graduates of the Police Academy on tteir req^uests for training* I think 
that the Bureau .iaight-e3q)ect withini a short time the .necessity of having 
as .many as five instiTictors»av4ilablo, as at times there willibe at least. 
five police schools ..needing the services of general instructors from the 
FBI -at. one ‘ time* These -five men are not 'now needed'•on full time .basis>. 
of'Course* The Bureau'’has been operating* on the basis of assigning the 
menfron field off ices'.who are qualified for the purpose* I believe that 
the time will come when five full-time instructors, or five instructors 
on a practically full-time basis^ will be needed'ion general .police 
training methods in-the field* 

Men of the type of Boardman, Reinecke and Gurnea would be required 
to xoeet these demands adequately* 'It would .be-necessaiy that they be 
trained and some of them are now*so trained in the.-general'..phases 
of all types of Bureau work. Some time would be needed in preparation, 
ftivi I future ^requests-for appropriations should ;be'made with the 

problem in mind of this tyx>e of field training staff,, both sal^y and 
traveling expenses-.to be figured in such budgetary estimates* -Likewise, 

as many as five instructors ^available whenever called ^upon. should be on 

.hand, for firearms tajaining and training in arrest techniqttes, raids and 
similar strictly police .types of work* Baughman, Wl^ly and Gurnea are 
equipped'for this type of work- on a. splendid basis at present, and to 
a lesser extent when .their.services .are available,, Nltschke, Walsh, Logan, 
banner, Vincent, and Wenig* I believe budget'estimates for the future 
should be prepaurediwith these'requirements in mind, including both 
salary and travel'*, ' 

I believe that the Technical Laboratory should be laanned by a 

sufficient staff that technical laboratory subjects might be handled by 
representatives assigried^to the laboratory on a permanent basis, i^o 
would be qualified to go into the field and instruct in gener^ axjd 
. specific laboratory techniques * I believe plans should be made in the 
future for there to*be sxifficient personnel in the laboratory to meet 
the specific needs of the laboratory,, as well as the requirements for 
iiastruction which will be constantly increasing*

CONFERENCES OP POLICE OFFICIALS 


I believe that the Bureau should request appropriations to 
provide for the holiiing of conferences as desired by the Bureau'between 
law enforcement officials.and representatives of the Bureau in Washington. 

In this amount should be-included sufficient fluids to reimburse the tpolice 
officers for their transportation and a $5*00 per diem allowance for each 
day from the tiiae they leave their'headquarters until they return. I 
believe that included in this amount should be requests for sufficient 
appropriation to take care of the entertairment of visiting police officials, 
since those who-voluntarily,visit .the-Bweau can be shown the Bureau*s 
facilities, flriendships can be established and cooperation subsequently 
ebqiected if a fund is avaiiable from which certain entertainment can be 
provided for these visiting officials'within reason and propriety. 

The pihrposes. of the;conferences would be: 


(1) To establish better cooperation. 

(2) To develop a greater degree of national and sectional' 
coordination, of police work. 

(3) to establish standards and to consolidate experience'

'The Btireau.receives nuaerous requests dviring the year for the 
assistance*of personnel on a'temporary basis'to .take-charge of a-police 
department reorganization to ’establish it on-a-working' basis and aid 
in * the 1 selection of-police* It is known that >Ben like Mr* Bruce Smith 
are .also called upon from time to tine to make^a survey of a police 
department for‘purposes of reorgaiiizing it in the larger cities, such 
surveys frequently cons'uming several aontte study*. I ;believe that the 
Bureaurshould endeavor'-to qualify three men to.handle this type of work* 
They should be a high'typeof personnel',; capable of’'getting the confidence 
.of the police, and it would be necessary for them to ppend considerable 
■period *of 'tine,, in oy opinion, .miking, studies of-police , dep^txaents and 
doing considerable research work and’visiting law enforcement agencies 
in order to- acquire 'sufficient. knowledge 'to do • this job .adequately*

Men of the type of Gurnea, Wyly, Harbo, Vincent and Scheldt, 
who .could meet with police and impress them properly, should be^selected* 
For the purpose of estimation, a salary of $6,000-per year, per diem of 
$1800 per year,, and travel of $500 per year, making a total of $8300C 
per year per man wotild.’keep one such representative in-the field con¬ 
stantly, and I believe that,as many as -three shouldybe prepared-to*handle 
such work, making $24900, or in roiud numbers, ^$25,000 .for this ^service, 
which I believe, the FBI exclusively should render to the Police;

• CRIME PREVENTION .'ACTIVITIES 




I feel that criiae prevention-work is fUndaBjentelly work of a 
law enforceoent agency, alleged sociologists, crlsdnologists and 
theoreticians to the contrary. Any. effort of the Bureau to puhllcally 
acqxxire jurisdiction over this type of work, X think, will encoiinter 
strenuous objections. I believe criae prevention work xtay be divided 
into two phases of activitys 

i(l) The actual .prevention of crime^l^ inaking it siore 

difficult and iby a^ stricter enforcenent -of the law, and 

(2)' A'program* of education-and propaganda for awakening 

dnterest.and training citizens,. young.and old, in order 

to<reduce the .desire to coicmit a crime. 

» 

The\usual concept of crime prevention focvuses itself on type 
number two. Influencing this' type-of work, we>find economic, social 
and other conditions which can be controlled only by the unit^ effort 
of all citizens'.and-whichihas never been controlled* to date. Engaged 
in alleged .efforts to ibrlng )aboxxt. crime“prevention of the second type 
are programs of:education,/Childrens*' l^eau, penal institutions. Juvenile 
authorities. Civilian Conservation Corps,, preachers, teachers, citizenship 
committees, Americanization clubs, boys* clubs and'organizations such 
as Boy Scouts, i.M.C.A., i^vation Army, Union Missions, Pal Leagues, 
vmiversities, colleges,, elementary schools and numerous other similar 
agencies. Institutions and organizations. For the-Bureau to seek through 
proposed legislation to acquire Federal 'J\u“isdictlon-over activities \uider 
group number two;will-immediately arouse the interest and'too frequently 
the opposition.of ,'any of'those; engaged in work within the above catagories 
So, from the standpoint of a ,practical approach to the subject with a hope 
that a legislative or administrative decision might be obtained, I believe 
that the Bureau* s obvious efforts should.be directed toward-^activities in 
group number one, which gives nominally and obviously a police function. 
Starting out in a small but sincere 'way and gradually gaining momentm 
as the-Bureau*s efforts are successful will thenplace the Bureau within 
-a reasonable length of time in a position to-have -a . controlling influence 
and to bccipy a domimting position under group two types of activities. 
Any legislative or adtadnistrative orders, therefore, might speak-of crime 
prevention only . in, general terms and-ln the 3\jreau*s testimony and obvioiis 
plans there can be discussed^ at first .only type ,one class of activities. 




For’the type one class'^of activities, police departaaents are 
today, in some instances* laaking door to door canvasses of •filling stations, 
for example, and based ^Q>on their knowledge of filling station hold-nps 
which are q^uite frequent, they are ftirnishing information to filling 
stationmanagers and proprietors which would be conducive to reducing 
hold-ups* For example,, the hiding of a small partitioned room in the 
rear of the. off ice,, the location of a telephone in the rear room, the 
method of lighting'the -filling station, the location of the cash register 
or safe and the lighting' of the area around the 5filling station can be • 
so arranged as to make, the.:robbery of the filling station more difficult 
and more .hazardous to the criminal* This would have the effect of 
reducing the commission of crime* 

I’believe that-^one of the Bentz brothers gave the Bureau a 
great deal of valuable information on bank robbery and > tj^es of banks 
that the shrewder bank robbery.gangs would not atten 5 >t'to?rob and the 
Btxreau has collected considerable information, on safety devices which 
wohld aid in preventing bank robberies?and'^bahk burglaries* This woxdd’ 
provide another opportunity for giving Information to police and citizens 
which woui4 h^p m^e crime more difficiilt and. thereby it would be expected 
to help prevent crime* I do not thix& any doubt can be raised but what 
the fur^shing of such inforsiation to (police and citizens JLs definitely 
a law enforcement function and if the Btureau wejdd provided appropriations 
and authority to engage in this type of acti^ty, I definitely believe 
that the training given policemen in this sort of work and the instruction 
and information given by the Bureau and police in turn to banks, filling 
stations and citizens generally in connection with the various types* of 
crime would'bring about more, promp'Uy a ^reduction-in the total volume 
of crizce* It is more ^tangible and more practical than the methods of 
^ov 5 >.number two,; and there is greater need for this sort of work* Of 
coarse, 'by study of crime statistics compiled at the Bureau, the most 
frequent types of’crimes can’beascertained'and attention focused* upon 
each particular *type of crime'with a view to reducing comoaission of such 
crimes by: first, trying to make the .crime more difficult of coi^ssion, 
.and second, by/s^icter, more intelligent enforcement of the law* ,These 
twotmethods’would be brought about primarily by training and instruction 
given'both to police and to citizens* It .would be necessary ^for * those 
engaged in this t 3 q)e of-work to first study the problem in, order to get 
the*best available information before it is dispensed* This information 
will have to be examined, carefully-to see that it .‘is practical axdiwable. 
The crime statistics project of the Bureau would serve to measure the 
effectiveness* of this sort of work* 




Under criiae prevention in classification number two, above 
mentioned, I think it cannot be denied but what CCC caxops are probably 
instrumental in reducing crime, particularly among boys of the age who 
enter these camps. With representatives of the Bureau appearing before 
CCC camps, an educational program zcore intensive and extensive thanuerely 
a. speaking engagement could be carried on with specific Instruction 
rather than just speech making by permitting a Bureau representative 
to remain in the camp for a period of days-to assist the CCC camp 
authorities in their educational training programs. The same sort of 
work could be don© in boys* castpa, in Boy Scout groT 5 >s, Y.M.C.A.s, in 
schools, churches and other Institutions where citizens of any age or 
of all ages may collect together for entertainment, work or instruction. 

The making of speeches with an emotional or stirring appeal would be 
a rpreliminary part of the work which the Bureau could do to arouse the 
interest axd enthusiasm of the groups to prepare -them to-receive .educational 
information-and instniction. Definite classes in citizenship and law 
observation work on periodic basis coxxLd then be inaxjgxarated. 

Womens clubs throughout the country are anxious to obtain 
programs for their so-called mental and spiritual improvement work. 

I think that the Bureau could prepare definite programs for Wotjen*s 
clubs, boys* clubs and other groups which would not only servo to train 
and educate members of the groups, but also prepare them to an 

extent to do social service work along more practical lines than t^t 
which is now dope^ with the Bttreau and police Departments furnishing 
information as to the focal spots of infection, which might be called 
crime-breeding centers. Tte tuse of spot maps in police departments 
would show such centers and this type of work should be so prepared and 
constructed that it would be a practical. Mown to earth" type of work 
rather than the gushing, sentimental and in the air" type of work 
social agencies are‘engaging in to such a large extent today. I believe 
both of the plans which are touched ^pon sketchily here would have a 
direct effect >as a oime prevention:program, but-as a matter of practical 
expediency, it would be preferable for the Bureau*s obvious efforts 
before the authority is granted -for such work to be -along the lines 
of group one;-'methods of ■ crime , prevention. 





THE JaCPAKSION OF THE BUREAU'S ■ 
TEAINIM3 SCHOOLS 


I believe that the Bureau should \undertake graduld building 
up of the FBI National .Police Aca^ea^ so that it xoay be divided into 
different tTpes ,of schools^ es for example the -foUoTring: 

(1) School for police instructors 

(2) School for police executives; 

(3) . School for.detectives 

(4) . 'School for traffic‘Control (engineering and enforcement)* 

(5) :School for fingerprint 'identification experts 

(6) School for. laboratory technicians 

•I do not mean to .jLmply tl^t J[ think all ttese, schools should 
be started at once, but I think that jplans along this line should be 
definitely developed for a long-range program to begin, a gradi»l'expansion 
at an early date* In the school for traffic control, for .exearple, it 

woxild be necessary to ej^jlby the services of traffic engineers to give 

courses in this subject to ade^mtely meet the problem from the police 
standpoint and assistance irould be needed from those engaged in enforcement 
and safety irork in.the field of traffic and employment of experts In 
this field for temporary periods from time to time would likewise be 
necessary*. 


I am further*of the opinion that facts and observations are 
xaaking it clear that on investigative wprk andi,other phases of work, 
with the exception of laboratory practices, it will be advisable for a 
staff engaged in training work to handle all phases of the training 
without having to. depend upon supervisors of various divisions to 
handle the.* work which is ordinarily under • their . supervision. This is 
tme because many, men mho are probably good supervisors are very poor 
instructors and the economy found "in .using the supervisors as instructors 
is a very doubtful economy when the benefits of practical trainirg are 
measured. Therefore, a reasonable increase in staff to keep pace with 
the growth and expansion of all' types of training work, I feel, should 
be brought about* 




INSPECTIONS . AND COORDINATION ^ OF FIELD OFFICES 


I believe that the title of Inspector should be'reserved for 
those who are to, spend the major portion of their time on actxial inspection 
work and I believe that the staff of inspctors shotild be increased and 
appropriations <req\iested so that each field-office might be inspected 
fat least three times each year, >arid arrangements .xaade so that in larger 
offices two.or more inspectors could'work together in order to complete 
the inspection within a very reasonable length-of time and yet make it 
adequate and comid.ete« 

I am not in a position to recommend or to even make a recom¬ 
mendation that the variotJs field'Offices be,grouped together under a field 
administrator similar to tte old-fashioned .division superintendent, but 
•problems which are arisin^raSxe it necessary for Connelley or Gurnea to 
supersede a Special Agent in Charge in the territory would seem to 
indicate a developing need of some sort along this line, and the bank 
-robbery • and bark burglary situation in the Aberdeen, Milwaukee and • St • 
iPaul area would further indicate a need for’sectioi;^ coordination of 
activities* I frankly, do not desire to see a retxrrn to the divisional 
superintendent set-^up, but with the e:^pansion of the B\jreau's activities' 
and the increased personnel and broader investigative Jxsrisdiction, I 
think that the Bureau* s plans may-well be focused. x:q)on the .possibility 
•of such an orgaxiization eventually being required.

WCRANDUM FOR NR.. HOOVfR 


CoDplying with your instructions, I a» subnitting in 
memorandum form the suggestions and natters we discussed on 
Saturday relating to certain•■phases ofj ^pervisi on ofeflield_ , . 
division offices in "this part of the country#, 

I certainly hope that the Bureau officials will not think 
me Impertinent an’d will accept those suggestions in the spirit in 
whidi they were: aade, as I know you did# 


Ihere are almost as^jnany.agents,now located in our field 
division offices at Philadelphia, Newark, New York,, New Haven and 
Boston.as there were in the whole service up until a. few years ago# 
These areas today are-^probably more stratfe^cally important ■ and 
undoubtedly more emergencies will occur in .them with respect to 
national defense activities than in any other areas in the country. 
I have zealized the tremendous task and’the responsibility facing 
Bureatt offidLalS!in.^feshington to supervise the work and the^ 
personnel and other problems from Washington, since it is 
impossible for th«a to have close personal,contact with the 
offices, -the assignment and use of personnel^ etc# 


At the present time, as has been true in the past,, the 
Bureau's Tfeshington.officials are guided in the transfer and 
asslgnmwit of personnel by the monthly administrative reports, 
reqaosts received from the Special Agents'in Charge, and comments 
of inspectors after inspections are made# It is not of course 
possible to tell from the monthly report whether the personnel is 
assigned logically in each area, rhether emphasis within the 
district is being placed on the important natters having the 
more seasoned personnel assigied to such cases, idxether additional 
personnel is really needed or whether some can be spared for another 
district# In this re^rd,, it is perfectly obvious and natural 
that each Special Agent in Charge should fi^t for'his own office 
and try to secure nor investigative*personnel# It is not possible 
for the Bureau to have' ‘in spections, made.of the field offices-at 
very frequent intervals so .that a Bureau officii can pass upon 
these matters frequently, and when inspections are made‘by Bureau 
officials the office personnel is not normal and the inspector 
nay not be able to, by reason'of the fact that he has to limit his 
inspection >to> a reasonable timo,. get the true picture iregarding' the 


personnel,,its problems, conditions :iri the district, et^ „ :

I loiow that it. is vitally important that the Bureau’s 
program in all of its phases be effectively and logically carried 
out by its field divisions, and the responsibility for seeing 
that it is done rests largely upon the Bureau's officials in 
Washington* In fairness to them and in order to assist them 
in carrying out this responsibility, I believejhat if particularly 
in area mentioned, you had as a personaK ^presentativ e 
aipl^iCssistant Director, toibeccrae acqinffioted uith tjhio "work and 
prbbI^^6T'1fchese'<^fices by visiting them frequently, w>rking 
out of New York possibly, getting to know the personnel in these 
offices, passing upon and re connending-to you the necessity for 
shifting personnel from one of these offices to another, seeing 
that all the l^eau's programs regarding contacts, dev^opnent of 
'infoxmants, concentration upon Important cases by more experienced 
personnel, and these other things were followed out, and also 
keying in personal contact with the newspaper and other Important 
contacts of ea<d) of these areas, he would be in a position to 
see to it as<an official.of the Bureau and your personal represents-, 
tive that any personnel problems were sapped before they got 
started, that the woric of the Bureau-iri these areas was being 
carried on logically and effectively at all tlxses, and that your 
instructions were, being carried out effectively* 

Furthermore, in the event of any emergency developing 
in any of these areas, .he would'be thorou^xly familiar with the 
situations involved in the district generally,, the investigative 
and other personnel woxxld have confidence in him, having seen him 
over a period of tixos, and he would be able .to coordinate the 
activities between these offices and within the districts in 
emergencies much more.effectively .tten an?official coaing.lnto 
the scene of an emergency from the out side? without knowing the 
personnel or the situations in 'the territory* 

This idea is somewhat similar to tte old'divisiotel. super¬ 
intendent positions in the {Bureau although it is different in scope 
of duties* I do not believe it would'be desirable for this man to 
approve or pass upon reports or investlgations.or investigative 
problems generally since the l^eau of course .can do this very ' 
effectively* The function of this man'would be purely adninlstra- 
tive in connection with'personnel problems, adainistrative natters 
at the offices, and the development and maintenance'of proper 
contacts in thbse districts, plus the handling of emergencies 
in those districts that on other occasions would necessitate the 
presence of a Bureau official* If deeited advisable, he could

aake principal speedies and handle important press contacts in the 
area. He could fron the Bureau's vioTrpoint detect and take appro¬ 
priate action in oonnectlon with situations indicating criticism 
on the pert of newspapers, public officials or citizens' groups 
or organizations,. 

This would be more than enough to keep him bu^, and 
the balance of his tine could be spent in xoaintaining contacts 
for the Bureau as your personal representative. 

The need for such a man would not exist in this area 
under ordiiiary conditions, but due to the present emergency and the 
ever-present prospect of an. even greater eoergen< 7 ’. and'the-chaotic 
•condition that may be.expected in the future, I feel that such 
added supervision.would be a great help and assistance to yourself 
and the executive officials of the Bureau, in Wa^ington, 

I know that you appreciate the single motive I have 
in making these suggestions, namely that I feel it is solely in 
the interests of the Bureau’s effective operation under your direc¬ 
tion, and I again want to say that I hope that the other officials 
of the Bureau will not deem me impertinent,, as a mere Agent in Charge 
trying to suggest a radical change or believing he possesses greater 
knowledge about running the Bureau than those responsible therefor. 

' I have no, personal interest in these suggestions, but since I have 
honestly come to these conclusions and beliefs, felt that I wuld not 
be loyal to you unless I gave you the benefit of them for sud» considera¬ 
tion as you may deem appropriate.
